British Columbians may purchase, the 
liquor never actually leaving ths prov¬ 
ing but npon order of the outside 
firm being delivered direct frmn the 
brewery to the home of the ultimate 
buyer. 

The deputation which dtscu s a e d the 
questloB with Attorney-Oeaefsl Farrto 
to-day stated that this was virtually 
aa svaskm of ths Act and should bs 
to Ourprw- 

blhttloa legislation. They also sought 
to have the right taken away from 
B. C. agents of outside firms to take 
orders for Ilqoor. 

In replying the* .^^l^i^^F-Oensral 
pointed out that the Dominion Order- 
In-Councll did away with both condi¬ 
tions complained of until one yoar 
after the war unleos extended, that 
the prohlbltkmlsta would be tree to 
bring tbe situation before the Oo\'em- 
meat at another session. He Intimated 
that the only amendments to the Act 
this year would be those related to 
sdmlnletrmtlon, and that It was not in¬ 
tended to alter the principle of the Act 
this eeselon. 

Proposed Amendments.

A clause Is to he 
Inserted to ths effect that a report friwa 
a provincial analylst shall be accepted 
as prims fads evidence of the strength 
of any nqttor shown as sxblblts in 
court proceedings. Vkwmeriy permis¬ 
sion given to apartsaent-house teo- 
aats to bars liquor hppUsd only to 
apartment btoehs In sttlsa. It Is plan¬ 
ned now, however, to allow this privi- 
logs to nil spartsseni hto rlis within the 
meaning of tbs Act. whether within 
cltim, towns or mtmfctpattttes. and 
they will he known hereafter as apart¬ 
ment bouses. l*owsr will bs given the 
police authorities to confiscate any 
liquor Illegally kept. Under the present 
Act ooafiseatlofi could only tako place 
If the liquor was. IDIegaUy f^r aa^. In^ 
future It need not bs necesssrily for 
salo to render it lable for confisealloo.
